SEEKING A BLACK SOUTH 
;A Malcolm X Society group will hold a two-day 
convention opening in Detroit^ March 9. 
AN OLD, ALMOST POfWOTTEN Communist 
aspiration is being revived under non-Communist 
auspices in Detroit. A Black Muslim group would 
have Negro separatists take over five Southern 
states as a Black Nation. The states presumably 
would be Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, M issis­ 
sippi and South Carolina. 
The Communist Party eight years ago abandoned 
its long-held advocacy of “ self-determination” 
for the Negroes in this country. The term stood 
for the right of blacks to form a separate nation 
in the South. 
The CPUSA in 1960 turned to the view that Negroes 
were “ a component part of the whole American 
nation.” Tne self-determination line hadaliented 
Negroes at a time when the movement for Negro 
advancement within the country’s constitutional 
framework was making unprecedented strides. 
Communist leaders admitted that one of their bit­ 
terest disappointments was failure to attract 
Negroes in large numbers. 
NOW NEGRO MILITANTS are somewhat be­ 
latedly surging into the vacuum left by the twist 
in the Communist line. 
A Malcolm X group of 
Black Muslims wants to negotiate with the United 
States government to have the five Southern states 
ceded to them. The new state would have its own 
am bassadors, would form its own alliances, and 
would have a government with separation of 
powers sim ilar to those set forth in the U.S. 
Constitution. 
“ We want it completely separate,” says Milton 
R. Henry, a founder of the Malcolm X Society, 
who called the Detroit rally, “ and we want to 
defend it — to protect it from white Northern­ 
e r s.” 
Henry is a former councilman of Pontiac, 
Mich. 
Speakers in Detroit will be LeRoi Jones, Negro 
playwright and poet, and State Rep. Robert Clark 
of the M ississippi Freedom Democratic Party. 
JONES was involved in the demonstration, Feb. 
21, at New York City’s Intermediate School 201, 
held to memorialize Malcolm X, the Black Muslim 
leader slain three years ago. 
Jones and his 
“ Spirit House Movers and Players” put on a dem­ 
onstration during which performers denounced 
“the white man and his bitch” and made profane 
remarks about whites. 
Also at the I.S. 201 program, Herman B. Fergu­ 
son told an audience of Negro adults and children, 
“Get a gun and hide it.” Ferguson was adviser 
to the elected group of Harlem residents who 
Shared control over the school with the principal 
and the Board of Education until the board took 
Over full control on Feb. 23. 
The report of the National Advisory Commission 
on Civil Disorders released on Feb. 29 stated 
the stark conclusion: “Our nation is moving to-/ 
ward two societies, one black, one white — sep­ 
arate and unequal... To pursueour present course 
will involve the continuing polarization of the 
American community and, ultimately, the de­ 
struction of basic democratic values.” 
The alternative, said the report, is “the reali­ 
sation of common opportunities for all within a 


single society.” 
This represents almost a 
Utopian challenge. The Washington Post in com­ 
menting on the report, put it somewhat more con­ 
cretely: 
“ The alternative to separation is unity 
—the extension of the promise of American life 
to all Americans irrespective of race.”

SEEKING A BLACK SOUTH 
;,A Malcolm X Society group w ill hold a two-day 
convention opening in Detroit^ March 9. 
AN OLD, ALMOST FORGOTTEN Communist 
aspiration is being revived under non-Communist 
auspices in Detroit. A Black Muslim group would 
have Negro separatists take over five Southern 
states as a Black Nation. The states presumably 
would be Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, M issis­ 
sippi and South Carolina. 
The Communist Party eight years ago abandoned 
its long-held advocacy of “ self-determination** 
for the Negroes in this country. The term stood 
for the right of blacks to form a separate nation 
in the South. 
The CPUSA in 1960 turned to the view that Negroes 
were “ a component part of the whole American 
nation.** The self-determ ination line had aliented 
Negroes at a tim e when the movement for Negro 
advancement within the country’s constitutional 
framework was making unprecedented strides. 
Communist leaders admitted that one of their bit­ 
terest 
disappointments was failure to attract 
N egroes in large numbers. 
NOW NEGRO MILITANTS are somewhat be­ 
latedly surging into the vacuum left by the twist 
in the Communist line. 
A Malcolm X group of 
Black M uslims wants to negotiate with the United 
States government to have the five Southern states 
ceded to them . The new state would have its own 
am bassadors, would form its own alliances, and 
would 
have a government with separation of 
powers sim ilar to those set forth in the U.S. 
Constitution. 
“ We want it com pletely separate,** says Milton 
R. Henry, a founder of the Malcolm X Society, 
who called the Detroit rally, “ and we want to 
defend it - - to protect it from white Northern­ 
e r s .” 
Henry is a form er councilman of Pontiac, 
Mich. 
Speakers in Detroit will be LeRoi Jones, Negro 
playwright and poet, and State Rep. Robert Clark 
of the M ississippi Freedom Democratic Party. 
JONES was involved in the demonstration, Feb. 
21, at New York City’s Intermediate School 201, 
held to m em orialize Malcolm X, the Black Muslim 
leader slain three years ago. 
Jones and his 
“ Spirit House Movers and Players*’puton a dem­ 
onstration during which perform ers denounced 
“ the white man and his bitch” and made profane 
rem arks about whites. 
Also at the I.S. 201 program, Herman B. Fergu­ 
son told an audience of Negro adults and children, 
“ Get a gun and hide it.** Ferguson was adviser 
to the elected group of Harlem residents who 
shared control over the school with the principal 
and the Board of Education until the board took 
over full control on Feb. 23. 
The report of the National Advisory Commission 
un Civil Disorders released on Feb. 29 stated 
the stark conclusion: “ Our nation is moving to-' 
ward two societies, one black, one white — sep­ 
arate and unequal... To pursue our present course 
w ill involve the continuing polarization of the 
Am erican community and, ultimately, the de­ 
struction of basic dem ocratic values.” 
The alternative, said the report, is “ the reali­ 
zation of common opportunities for all within a 


single 
society.** 
This represents 
alm ost a 
Utopian challenge. The Washington Post in com ­ 
menting on the report, put it somewhat more con­ 
cretely: 
“ The alternative to separation is unity 
—the extension of the promise of American life 
to all A m ericans irrespective of race.”

As a result of Lambert’s articles, and d isclos­ 
ures by newspapers in this state, the Senate Eth­ 
ics Committee agreed to investigate the junior 
Senator from Missouri and its investigative staff 
is still at work.

I also wonder why 
our |>irls and boys are getting 
married so young. 
One reason for the lower 
marr iage age is that the young 
genei *ation today feels so inse­ 
cure. A jittery world makes 
them reach out to each other 
for r«?a8surance and a sharing 
of pr oblems. Thus they marry 
earlic sir. 
Thore is also a biological ex­ 
planation that I’ve come across 
m my studies of public health. 
You might be surprised to 
learn there is evidence that as 
a po pulation gets more civil­ 
ized, its women mature at an 
earli< *r age. No one knows why 
this happens, but it is thought 
to be due to proper nutrition 
and healthy living conditions.
